A large barn on th e farm of 
Mr. and Mrs. Walter Olson, Route 
2, Hugh esville, was destroy ed by 
fire about 8:30 p. m. Th ursday at 
a loss estimated at nearly $10.000. 
Th e origin of th e fire was un 
known, but could h ave been eith er 
spontaneous combustion or defec 
tive wiring. 
Mr. Olson h ad gone to th e ch ick 
en h ouse and closed th e door >n 
it. He was walking back to th e 
h ouse wh en h is son Pete called to 
h im to ask wh at th e ligh t was on 
th e back of th e large h arn. 
Upon 
investigating, h e found th e north 
end of th e barn on fire. 
He notified oth er members of 
th e family and th ey h urried out to 
try and figh t th e fire wh ich al­ 
ready 
h ad 
gained 
considerable 
h eadway . Mrs. Olson returned to 
th e h ouse and called th e teleph one 
operator and asked h er to ring 
oth er farm s in th e area so sh e 
could get h elp , 
Th e teleph one operator, sensing 
trouble, stay ed on th e line and 
th en told Mrs. Olson to call th e fire 
departm ent. 
Sh e th en rang th e 
Pettis 
County 
Fire 
Company — 
th e alarm was given and th e truck 
immediately answered. 
Ralph Milburn and Joe Scott of 
th e County Fire Department took 
th e truck to th e fire. 
Milburn 
worked 
with 
th e pumper truck 
wh ile Scott kept th e portable pump 
working at th e pond. 
By th e time th e fire truck ar­ 
rived th e barn already was col­ 
lapsing. but farm ers wh o h ad ar­ 
rived carried th e portable pump 
down in a field to a pond and soon 
water was coming in to replenish 
th e 500 gallon tank on th e truck. 
Th e two booster lines were used 
and th e larger h ose from th e pump 
of th e pond was placed in service 
figh ting th e flames. 
Th e fire h ad gained such h ead­ 
way it was impossible to get into 
th e barn to save tools in it or any 
of th e contents. 
A large number of farm ers in 
th e area were attracted to th e 
scene by th e fire as well as re­ 
ceiving calls from oth er neigh bors 
to go to th e Olson farm to h elp 
out. 
Alth ough th e flames were wh ip­ 
ped to th e north away from th e 
residence and ch icken h ouse, th e 
fire figh ting equipment was used 
in wetting down th e area to pro­ 
h ibit it from burning over dry 
grass to oth er buildings. 
Mr. Olson reported h e h ad be­ 
tween 3.500 and 4,000 bush els of

Down on the Farm 


Sedalians who are perturbed about 
their traffic problems, including off- 
ftreet parking, may put themselves in 
1 better frame of mind if they spend 
vacation in an area where they really 
do have traffic problems. 
The East Coast of Florida is just 
such an area, along with the towns and 
cities encountered on U. S. Highway 
No. 1. 
Northern tourists are begin­ 
ning to avoid it. 
Florida’s east coast 
business men and resort owners are 
becoming uneasy over the unfavorable 
publicity accorded this major stretch 
of highway which carries money-laden 
vacationers from the cold north to the 
sunny south. 
It could have a ciuting 
effect especially along the teeming 
strip betw'een Miami and Jacksonville. 
Bill 
Gold, 
Washington 
columnist, 
just finished up a vacation in Miami, 
and w’hat he says about U. S. 1 is not 
fit to print according to these south- 


erners who have to admit, however, 
that he is correct when he refers to 
“over-lapping low speed, high speed, 
resume speed signs,” and the Margate 
speed trap. 
He calls U. S. 1 an “un­ 
mitigated abomination . . . of badly 
crowded highway along which motor­ 
ists crawl wearily through a succession 
of traffic lighted resorts.’* 
Says Gold: “My father always drove 
to Florida. 
But this year he took an 
airplane rather than fight the U. S. 1 
traffic. I was 55 miles north of Miami 
when my father left Cincinnati, and 
we both arrived in Miami at the same 
time. 
He covered 1,000 miles in that 
time.’* 
A great many Florida tourists in the 
east now use airplane transportation. 
Motorists from a line parallel with Tal­ 
lahassee north and west are finding the 
highways along the West Gulf coast 
much more convenient and scenic. 


Drew Pearson Soy s— 
Zhukov Appears Strong Man of Russia 


WASHINGTON—U.S. Ambassador Chip Bohlen 
took a trip from Moscow to Rome the other day, 
officially on a vacation. Real reason behind his 
trip, however, was to send a secret cablegram 
to Eisenhower on the turmoil inside Russia. He 
went to Rome in order to use the high-speed 
transmitter of the American embassy there so 
the Russians under no circumstances could inter­ 
fere with his m essage. 
Nubbin of Bohlen's report was that Marshall 
Oeorgi Zhukov, co-commander of Germany with 
Eisenhower after V-E day, may emerge as the 
most powerful man in Russia. 
Unrest hat spread through the Soviet, Bohlen 
wired. 
How serious It is is difficult to guess, 
and American observers have to do just that— 
guess. 
However, Bohlen indicated he was not 
guessing when he reported that the army is 
solidly behind Zhukov and that Zhukov has 
become the No. 2 man in Russia, second only to 
Party Boss Khrushchev. 
Bohlen reported that Khrushchev can prob­ 
ably consolidate his power despite the turmoil 
over Stalin and remain in office for the time 
being, depending upon when and if M arshri 
Zhukov wants to strike. 
ftfote—Even in Moscow, old men and women 
openly cry in front of Stalin’s tomb, refusing 
to believe he was the tyrai^ and blunderer he 
ia now pictured.

Some of them are 
also naively putting themselves in Uie position 
of opposing their own ex-military man in the 
White House. 
One of these splinter movements Is led by 
Clarence Manion, ex-dean of the Notre Dame 
Law School, whom Ike fired as chairman of the 
Commission on Inter-Governmental Relations 
and who has now organized “For America.” 
Manion is no hatist, but a lot of hatists are 
clinging to his coattails. 
Allied with Manion is Gen. Robert Wood of 
Sears, 
Roebuck, former head of ‘‘America 
First.” 
Manion. Wood, et al. are trying to get eiwugh 
ind^>endent slates of presidential electors picked 
to break the weight of the two m ajor parties 
and throw the final election into the House of 
Representatives. 
There they hope anti-Eisen­ 
hower Republicans and Dixiecrats could swing 
the balance of power. 
Gen. George Stratemeyer, retired, is part of 
this movement. 
Adm. John Crommelin, who 
waa eased out of the Navy during its B-36 row 
with the Air Force, Is another malcontent.

•ery Insurance. The New York Legislature has 
completed favorable action on a bill that re­ 
quires every person who registers an automobile 
to furnish satisfactory evidence of financial re­ 
sponsibility for any damage that may be caused 
by its operation. Gov. Averell Harriman is ex­ 
pected to sign the measure in accord with his 
previous statement that he would go along with 
whatever action the Legislature took on the 
subject. 
The New York bill says that no car may be 
registered after this year unless the owner can 
Aow he holds insurance or offers some other 
aatisfactory proof of financial responsibility. 
While it is possible that some owners would post 
bond or something of the sort, in a vast majority 
of eases they would want insurance. It amounts 
to making auto insurance compulsory. 
At a general rule, insurance companies have 
opposed a system of compulsory insurance, and 
it is easy to see why. Out of some five million 
motorists in New York, about 700.000 are not 
properly prepared to meet demands that may 
be made on them for payments of damage 
elaiina. 
They undoubtedly include that great 
majority of ao-called bad risks, peopte* not 
wanted aa customers by the insurance com- 
panief. 
On tiie other hand. It is outrageous ttiat people 
wbo cannot or will ndt make satisfactory pro- 
fiaion to eonq>«ssate any whom they may in­ 
jure abofdd be permitted to travel the streets 
and highways. 
H the owner of a car cannot 
give a reasonable guarantee that he will pay 
off for the harm he does, he should not in com- 
moa fairness be Ikensed to operate his vehicle.

Forcing the Russians to back out of fairs 
at Bangkok, Lyons, Paris, Tokyo and D jak arta- 
after the Communists learned of U.S. plans for 
spectacultf exhibits and feared they couldn’t 
compete. 
Ending the period enjoyed by the Commu­ 
nists between 1950 and 1954 when they displayed 
goods at 133 fairs without any threat of U.S. 
competition. 
Concentrating this year on the Far East, 
where the Red threat is greatest, but where 
curiosity about the U.S. way of life is wide­ 
spread. 
In addition to combating Communism abroad, 
Williams also finds time to combat juvenile 
delinquency at home. 
'Though he made only $10 a week on his first 
job as an advertising salesman for Vogue m ag­ 
azine, he began devoting his leisure hours to 
underprivileged kids, became so absorbed in his 
hobby that he has continued ever since. 
One 
kid who benefited from Williams, softheartedness 
was Frank Elkins, son of Russian immigrants 
on the lower E ast side and a member of the 
Tompkins Square Boy’s Club of New York. 
Elkins was a fancy boxer. 
Encouraged by 
Williams, he worked his way through N.Y.U., 
became Babe Ruth’s handball partner, finally 
ended up as sports writer for the New York 
Times. 
Today Elkins is Williams’ public rela­ 
tions chief at the commerce department. They 
met in Washington, after not seeing each other 
for 30 years. 
Note—Williams will soon ask Congress for 
a big boost in funds over his present $2,500,000 
a year for trade fairs. 
The man he will have 
to convince is Rep. John Rooney (D.-N.Y.), 
chairman of the house appropriations subcom­ 
mittee who last year lashed the commerce de­ 
partment m ercilessly for exhibiting brassieres 
at a trade fair in Bangkok.

Dr. Jordan Says— 
Dogs Are Most Important 
Carriers of Rabies Virus 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 
Blind fear if not the proper 
attitude to take toward any dis­ 
ease. 
This, however, if the frame oi 
mind taken by one reader who 
said, “ every time I see a dog or 
animal I get scared about rsfcbies. 
How can you get this disease? 
How long does the germ live on 
the outside if dropped someplace 
from clothing?” 
Rabies or hydrophobia if ac­ 
quired only by the entrance into 
a wound of saliva containing the 
responsible virus. 
In other words, indirect expos­ 
ure from contaminated objects is 
of 
no 
importance 
because 
the 
virus dies so easily in the atmos­ 
phere. A bite by an animal which 
is not itself rabid will also not 
cause hydrophobia. 
There are, however, some im­ 
portant things to consider about 
rabies. It is an old disease and a 
terrible one. Over the years, it has 
been responsible for many deaths; 
it can be eliminated. 
From the practical standpoint, 
dogs are the most important car­ 
riers of the rabies virus. It can 
afflict cats as well and is quite 
common among some wild ani­ 
m als, particularly foxes. 
If it can be eliminated from 
dogs, however, the danger to hu­ 
man beings falls to practically 
nothing. This has been done in 
certain c< xintries. 
In North America the rnost im­ 
portant measures oi rabies con­ 
trol are aimed at dogs. It has 


been 
found, 
for 
example, 
that 
dogs can be effectively vaccinated 
against rabies and this should be 
done and is, in fact, required in 
many communities. 
The third recommended point in 
the control of rabies is to reduce 
any excessive numbers of wild 
carriers, particularly foxes, if they 
have become too common in a 
particular area. 
These m easure* hafve not been 
followed to the point where rabies 
has been eliminated in the United 
States or Canada, but they could 
be. It is important to do this be­ 
cause the disease in human be­ 
ings is so serious, even tb(mgh aU 
of those who are bitten by rabid 
animals do not 
hydrophobia. 
The reason for the latter fact 
is that the virus must be present 
in the saliva of the biting animal 
and apparently this is not always 
the case. 
If a person has been unfortunate 
enough to be bitten by an animal, 
what then? 
'The first step is to identify the 
animal which has done the biting 


90 that it can be found by the 
authorities and exaunined for the 
presence of rabies. 
'The second 
step is to seek medical advice 
without delay. 
There have been some changes 
in recent years on what is be­ 
lieved to be the best treatment 
but it always includes cleansing 
of the wound and sometimes the 
use of an immune serum, or a 
v^ cin e, or both.

Other great world reli­ 
gions, like Bu ddhism and Moham­ 
medanism, hav e had a similar his­ 
tory . And in modern tifnes, con- 
spicu wjs religiou s mov ements hav e 
had the same dev elopments. 
World Methodism, with its im­ 
mense and nu merical and spiritu al 
power, began in a cou ple of dev ou t 
Ox ford Univ ersity stu dents, and 
particu larly in the one, John Wes­ 
ley. 
The Mormon empire grew from 
one man, Joseph Smith, thou gh he 
had amazing su ccessors. Another 
notable instance is the rapid and 
widespread growth of Chri.stian 
Science from the life and writings 
of Mary Baker Eddy . 
The similarity of the growth of 
v ariou s 
religions 
and 
religiou s 
mov ements does not pu t them on 
an equ al spiritu al plane. Nor does 
the fact of su ch growth in itself 
constitu te an ev idence of inherent 
integrity and tru th. 
It wou ld seem, rather, that per­ 
manence is becau se of some inner 
core of sou ndness beneath possible 
error and propagandism. Mov e­ 
ments like Dowieism soon peter 
ou t. 
Was there, then, nothing u niqu e 
abou t the growth of Christianity ? 
There was. Bu t it was not the fact 
that it spread from a small begin­ 
ning. The u niqu eness was in the 
natu re of the beginning from which 
Christianity dev eloped. The seeds 
of growth were in the beginning. 
The beginning was in spiritu al 
teaching, and in a message. If one 
believ ed the Gospel, its v ery na- 


to go and make disciples of all 
nations. He promised them the en­ 
dowment of power throu gh the 
Holy Spirit (AeU 1:8). The fu lfiU- 
ment of that promise was ev ident 
in the transformation of 
a grou p 
of lowly disciplei into Apostles. 
Organization alone cou ld not ac­ 
cou nt for the dev elopment 
strong 
chu rches from harried and perse­ 
cu ted small grou ps, thou gh orga­ 
nization had an essential rok. 
Jesu s not only tau ght the Dis 
ciples, bu t He trained them an( 
sent them ou t. two by two. and 
Lu ke, 10:1, tells how He appointee 
“other sev enty also,” and sent 
them forth in the same way . That 
was no small u ndertaking bu t an 
intensiv e act of organization. 
It is this combination of spiritu a 
power and organization tiiat has 
alway s made religiou s mov ements 
so effectiv e. It was tl» power in 
the Wesley an mov ement, which 
centered in the “Class Meeting.” 
I dou M whether this old Metho­ 
dist institu tion Is kept u p in .Meth­ 
odist Chu rches today , bu t from the 
time I was able to sit on a chair 
I went ev ery Su nday after the reg­ 
u lar chu rch serv ice to a “class” 
condu cted by an u nck. I hav e rea­ 
son to know from ex perience and 
recollection the power and infhi- 
ence of su ch a “class,” u nder a 
competent leader, mu tu ally encou r­ 
aging one another. Bey ond Wes­ 
ley ’s immense activ ity it was the 
dominant secret of the growth of 
early Methodu wri.

Stalcup unleashed his blast as 
principal speaker last night at To­ 
peka’s annual all-sports banquet, 
which honors letter winners from 
Topeka high schools and Wash­ 
burn University.

An (wninous warning to Missouri 
driv ers was issued by Missouri 
Highway 
Patrol 
Superintendent, 
Col. Hugh H. Waggon« ' today in 
calling attention to the increase in 
the traffic death rate for the first 
three months of this y ear. 
Col. Waggoner said, “We are en­ 
tering that time of the y ear when 
people like to load into the family 
car for a week end driv e or outing. 
Many of these outings that were 
planned for fun are going to end in 
tragedy . We can ex pect entire fam­ 
ilies to be wiped out. The y oung 
and old alike will be killed and 
painfully injured unless some mir­ 
acle of the highway takes place.” 
Col. W’aggoner called attention to 
the fact that the first three months 
of the y ear are generally the safest 
months as far as traffic accidents 
and the resulting death and injury 
are concerned. 
“Our records show that the traf­ 
fic toll in Missouri is nearly 25 per 
cent greater during the first three 
months this y ear than the same 
months last y ear.”
